Sometimes, when I 
am going along tho road, I feel inclined to imi- 
tats the example of that poor w%agguner, but the 
w.aut of a wuiggop-tilt prevents mv taking such 
a step. I sometimes think the like of mo will 
be w.antcd by-.aud-bye ; for without us the sheep 
might run wild ou the hills, the London wool- 
m.arket bo closed up, and the poor people at 
home nm about naked for want of clothes. 
That itlca of my great value goc.s a long way to 
soothe my unquiet mind. Again, I sometimes 
think— Well, New Zealand wants a new kind of 
men invented now — tucu possessed of the nature 
of one of those hiheniating (I gob that word 
from a fellow who said ho slept in the same 
house with a natni’.aliat mice) animals such as 
the tortoise, whic)> go to sleep .all winter, and 
wake up in numaicr, when the siiu shines and 
the busy scasou cornea on j and then she would 
bo right. 

Well, this “Shepherd” tells us tliat the 
squatters should ^o in for a repeal of tho sheep- 
tax ; and so say li I liavo had many a comfort- 
able billet with tho squatters, and as the soldier 
remarked when he was scutenceil to 3.i0 lashes, 
“Well, IVo plenty tn get and little to do, at 
any rate .and when I am iu the same condi- 
tion— barring the lashea—I am coiiflcioiis of the 
fact, which a groat many people nnw-a-days luic 
nob.

Wool’s down, anil 
I am only getting seven bevb ft head for tho best 
wothers ; and I have no money to employ you. 
Well, I suppose tho boss’s sbatouiont is correct ; 
and as they nuod not send to Ijomlon .and toll 
thgm to raise the price of wool, and tho people 
will give lUi more for jnuttou, a-nd tlic liWs of 



ijitt L-;ju’t ho employed for ivaiit of muiiey, f nay 
let tliu Hhccp-farmoi-a go iu for ;i repeal nf tin* 
sheep tax. TJiu Iiriti>ih Goverumeut rujjerdod thit 
corn laws ; wliy .shmild not the Ut.agti Govern- 
meut ropoal, or rather modify tho sheep tax.

AUSTRALIAN NEWS. 
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VICTOlUA. 

Mel'BOurnk, Sept, ir_ 

Heavy floods occurred on tlic Stli in almost all 
parts of the colony. Elizabeth and Swanston- 
stri'cts, Melbourne, were converted into chamiela,. 
for tlie escape of a very toiTent of storm- water. 
All parts of the city were severely visited by 
the flood, and geiiL*r.ally the damage done would 
appear to be n« 2 ch greater than that occasioned 
by any flood since that of sixty-three. The flat 
lying betw’ceii- the south bank nml Emerald -hill 
w.as converted into a lake. The Avoca river 
has not been so- high for the last ten yeare. All 
the low lands between the township of Avoca 
ami Natty Yallpck were covered, with water, and 
the crops arc all washed away. Between Win- 
tou and Gleiirowaa the country is under water 
for tho distance iff five miles. The river Goui- 
bnrn was running through the township three- 
foet deep Tho greatest flood that over ww 
seen iu Bcnalla occui-red on the above day. 
Most of the- houses in tho township on the west 
side of Broken River were vacant. The bridge 
was broken, down, tr;diic stopped, .and buaineaft 
suspended. All accounts agree that the floods 
are the highest ever kno.wii since the country 
was settled.

As my acqimint.iiici; witli 'L'limidsi'lioU 
was of very reomit date ])i ioi' to liis ln'in';

• miners, were engaged in prospecting in a 
very wild and desolate district of New 
England, situate among the gorges at the 
j head of the Gny Fawkes, a tribntary of the 
Clarence; and here, whilst we were engaged 
in driving our packliorae.? over a creek, we 
one day encountered a lone busbnian, who 
' joined (iiir party. The man was dressed 
' in moleskin trousers, long hoots and spurs, 
Crimeiin shirt, and a rough high hat. He 
bestrode a ho rsewlucli was more remarkable 
for strength than beauty, and carried rather 
ostentatiously, as I thought, a revolver in 
his belt. The stranger seemed equally 
surprised with my father and myself at the 
meeting, and after merely exchanging the 
compliments of the day, rode off and dis- 
appeared in tile neighboring ravines. Jily 
father, who told mo afterwards he had 
known Wai-d personally at an earlier 
period of his career, said, “ Dhl yon know 
who that w.as i" Ami on my amswering 
him in the negative, replied, " That is 
Thunderbolt.” After the busliranger's de- 
parture we contimieil our work for some 
hours, till the sun was getting low, and 
when settled in camp for the niglit, and 
seated by the tire, I was surprised, on took - 1 
ing round, to behold the mounted bush- 
ranger close to my back. He acco.sted me 
by saying, "Good evening, .stranger and 
inquired whether I had seen any liorses 
about 1 After telling him that I had not, 
he thou inquired the name of the nearest 
station, and how far it was away 1 I said 
, Nowland's nr Newby’s was the nearest, the 
iatter being called Paddy's Land, which 
was 12 niiles otf, " .And wlnit may your 
name be said the bush man. “My name 

is Q !”I rejoined, “and the man 

with me is my father.” Tluiuilcrljolt 
thereupon dismounted, hohljli'd his horse, 
and spent the night with u.s. He revived 
liis old iicqnaintanccship witli my fatliei’, 
gave us an account of his late career, ami 
the robberies, perils, and hardships of liis 
Inishi-anging life. He rcfnseil the proffered 
shelter of our tent, remarking that for the 
la.st seven ycius he had never slept hut for 
one night in abed, aial prefen-ed camping in 
his own blanket outside. I had never 
seen the liiisluanger before, and was much 
struck with the mildness of his oonversa- 
satioii, the candour of his narrative, and 
the justness of liis views regarding his un- 
lawful courses. I was astonislied at his 
tales, and felt great commiseration for the 
misguided and unhappy criminal. His 
account of his daring and courageous escape 
from Cockatoo seven years before more 
particularly interested me, as I have often 
heard it stated by those well qualified to 
give an opinion, that he never could have 
.swam from the island, fay reason of the 
distance not less than on account of the 
number of sharks, and that he must have 
been assisted' by eome confederate in a boat, 
The way he told us he accomplished his 
o.scaps was by getting a fellow prisoner, 
as a first step', to build him up and secrete 
him in a quantity of bricks lying near the 
water. There, in silence he ivaited the 
approach of night. He heard with any- 
thing but satisfaction an officer order a 
party of convicts to place upon the bricks

Thiuulerbult wa.s a geuorous robher, if a | 
term like that enu lx* applicl to siil-!j a 
criminal. He related to us how he Iml 
occnsiniially visited Qiier-ii.-ilami, Liverpool 
riniiis, the Gwyder, and nthe.r di.vtriets, in 
the course of his predatoi'v life. He boasted 
that be wivs not afraid of tlio police, be- 
cause tliay wtie no biislmieii, iiiiJ conse- 
quently miiiblo to ride after him. Ho re- 
ferred, among other encounters he had liad 
with the police, to one at the Hocks, at 
Urallii (near the sjiot wliere he ultimately 
met his death), where the police, under 
Sergeant Granger, attacked him and hi.s 
mate, and wounded Iiiin. He said liis 
hor.se got bogged, and that he limped away 
on foot, the jiolicu net (hiring to follow 
him. He confessed to having been hard 
pressed at times ; particularly on one occa- 
sion by a constable named Dalton, titTam- 
j worth, who, he said, was a brave man. 

' Un one occasion, he said, he robbed the 
mail of XI 700, but he seldom had as much 
money as to enable him to pay his way, 
which he always did wlien possible. He 
had often had to endure grjat hardships 
for want of food, and more e-specially for 
want of water. On one oooasioii, in com- j 
pany with another bushranger, during a | 
drought, they were three Jays witlicmt • 
water, flia mate's horse died, and the 
rider succumbed, and lay down to die also, 
Thunderbolt left him in search of water, 
assuring his mate of his return, if he found 
it. His own hunger and thirst increased I 
to sncli a degree that he shot his horse for 
the purpose of drinking its blood, after : 
which he collected a quantity iu his boot | 
' for future supply. Wundoring about for | 
more than ii clay, ho came at loiigtk to some 
sludge, and sucked the muddy water from 
the earth, but could collect nous for hhs 
mate. I ooking about, he saw a hole co- 
vered with a piece of bark, but no water 
: in it. He continued lii.s starch, am' found 
I other holes, covered in like manner, and 
dry, At last, on lifting up a piece of bark, 
imagine bis delight on discovering a bucket 
of water in a liuln. After refreshing him- 
stlf, he filled his boots, and travelled buck 
to where he left his dying mate, from whom 
; he fflimd the breath dcipartitig. Wetting 
I his lips, and gradually supplying liiiu with 
i more water, he recovered .strength, and 
joined Thunderbolt in lusjonruer. i 

New England was the chiff place of tbs 
bushranger’s resort. He was afraid to 
{ leave what he deemed his safe haunts io 
' that district, and imperil his liberty bv nt- 
I tempting to e.scape to a foreign country. J 
I It was lii-S |jroiid boast to .say that he had 
never violated female virtue, or shod blood, 
and he regretted that he should ever have 
1 induced youths to join him. Some hud 
joined him unasked. He himself ' was 1C j 
years of age before he had been guilty of 
any crime, and then ho was then loci by 
others into it. Although in apjiearance 
he looked between -10 and oCl years of age, 
he stared tliat he was not mure than .30. 
It was a peculiarity of Tliuuderbolt's, that 
ho could never rob any'one with whom he 
first entered into conversation : his nature 
would not permit him. Hence his custom 
was to ride up to a person lie iutnudod to 
rob, and without another word simply de- 
mand his money. He pretended never to 
have known what fear was, and instanced 
this by telling a story of sooio gentleman 
in New England who had made a boast 
that he would shoot Thunderbult the fir.st 
time he met him. A short time after, 
Thunderbolt met the boaster, and saw that 
he was armed. Boldly riding up to him, 
the bushranger asked his name, and he 
told him. tie intimated that he know who 
he was, adding, “I am Thunderbolt..” The 
gentleman, he said, trembled, and fumbled 
for his revolver, observing whioli, he cried 
out, “ Up with your arms, or i’ll blow 
your brains out. You were to shoot me ; 
now is my time.” 'Thunderbolt, however, 
assured him of his safety, and rode many 
miles along with him (jn his way. I n com- 
pany with one of his youthful proteffes, lie 
one day stuck-up a pubUo-house where a 
nu mber of men were drinking at the bar. 
He entered, and, according to the usual 
custom, ordered them to “bail up." The 
publican, calculating how a compliance 
with the demand would affeot his till and 
cash-box, made a desperate leap, and seized 
the bushraugor by the arras in a way that 
prevented him from ttsing his revolver, the 
half-drunken men stolidly looking on at 
the struggle, without ren(leving assist.anee. 
The bushranger admitted this to be one of 
the narrowest escapes from capture he had 
ever experienced.

The Fighting Power of Franoe and 
Prussia.

Fin ;dl jiurpcses of ofl'eucc, and defence, 
tlio Various Statc.s of Noi'tlieni Gcriiiaiiv — • 
Prussia, Bavaria, Wurtciiiburg, mid Baden 
— constitute one luitiuii ; and the whole 
of the forces they can inisii are plaeod under 
the coimiianil of the King of Prussia. 'The 
Eedbral Constitution fixes the jieace foot 
ing of the army at 300,000 niBn, or 1 per 
cent, of the population. Its coiu]iosition 
is 113 follows : — Infantry, 212,171; cavalry, 
.fi3,412 ; artillery, 31,493 ; pioneers, fi.’ioi); 
train, 2951 ; not otherwise emiraerated, 
3-10,5 ; and 73,313 liuraes, Tlio re,serve 
and laiulwehv may be computed at 600,000, 
thus bringing the total force up to 900,000. 
But this figure does not include the JSrsati- 
Jieserve, which cotiiprelieiids the llower of 
the Prussiau Youih. The Bavarian army 
nambers 72,000 combatants, and 500 non- 
combatants, a resovve of 25,000, and a 
landwehr of 60,000 nnin. Wartembnrg 
has 12,000 men on a peace, and ahmit 
26,000 on a war footing. Baden could 
put 8000 men in the field at once, with a 
reserve of 18,000 to fall back upon. The 
late telegrams informed us that Hesse had 
made common cause with Prussia, which 
would add 11,000 nu the military strength 
of the North-German Federation ; so that, 
with all the reserves called np, Prussia 
could bring upwards of 1,100,000 men 
into the field. 

'The Prussian navy, at the end of June, 
18G9, consisted of six fi rst-ohiss ironclads, 
nine ironclad frigates and two gunboats, 
two paddle steamers, and three corvettes. 
Besides these there are some sailing vessels, 
including three frigates, 'flie largest ships 
are the IConig 'Wilhelm, 593S tons, 1150 
horse-))Ower, carrying 23 rifled OG-poundera; 
the Pritz Fredorich Karl, 4044 ton.s, 250 
horsepower; the Krenprtnz, about the 
sarue size, carries 14 steel breeohloading 
gnus of 7 tons e.acli, and two pivot gutia 
’The active army of France nuuibBrs 
448,711 men, who are thus distributed ; — 
In France, 378,852 ; in Algeria, 64,531 ; 
iu Italy, 5323. By the law of tin? 1st 
February, 1868, whioli created a Garde 
Natinnale Mobile, every Krenchmau be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 25, who ia not 
coinprised in the eoutiugeiita of the active 
arm,- is Ihilila to aarve in this garde, to 
which is as.sigaed tlie dutv of garrhsoning 
die French i'ortressrs, and providing for 
the domestic defcuccs in tiie time of war. 
The availalile strength of this body is 
381,723 men. Besides these, there is u 
re.serve of 198,043 ; so that the total figure 
of the French army reache-s 1,028,982 men. 
Of tlie 448,711 men spoken of above as 
constituting the active army, 114,431 
were cu furlougli. 

The Freiioli navy, at the end of last 
year, consisted of 62 iicnchids, 20 being of 
the tirat-cinss, and 27 of tlieai floating iiat- 
terics, and 7 coast-guard ves.sels; 264 screw 
steamers, of which 30 are ships of the lino, 
3 [ladille-steainei-s, and 113 sailing vessels. 
The most remarkable of the iron-clads are 
the Magenta, Solferiiio, Covrouve, Nor- 
mandie, Invincible, and the cupola shiji, 
'i'aurean. The iMagenta and Solferino are 
twin ships — two deckers; their annameut 
consists of rifle breech- loading guns of a 
size corresponding w the Armstrong 100- 
pounder. Their distinguishing feature is 
that they have a rum or spur which pro- 
jects under water ; it is of steel, ancl of 
great size aiul weight. The Taurean is a 
ste.iui luim of peculiar construction, of a 
very light draught, and rising only a few 
feet above water. Her prow torraiuates 
in a point, and this is armed with a mas- 
sive bronze cone. She has two screws, and 
carries but a single gun, which weighs 
twenty tons ; but she has but ono deck, 
and that is plated from one end to tbe 
other. The largest iron clad in the French 
navy is the Rocliambeau, 5090 ton-s, 1 4 
guns of large calibre ; a ram built fnr the 
United States, and purchased by the 
French Government for X400,000.
